When we consider that educa- 
tion costs this Colony well over 
nine bundred thousand dollars 
B year, we have a right to 
ask whether, so fe: as European 
children are concerned, we are 
getting value for money. [n no 
sense da we object to the spend- 
ing of money on education. who- 
ever benefits thereby. Wisely 
spent, it brings an inestimable 
return. But we do say, most 
emphatically, that our education- 
sl authorities suffer from flack 
of vision ard display a Iament- 
able ignorance of necessities 
wheo they so palpably ignore the 
claims of white children to a 
better standard of aducation than 
they can possibly receive under 
existing conditions. So fer as 
wa have been able to anaylse the 
figures, no provision is made in 
the coming year sither for more 
teachers or tor a supplanting of 


unqualified by certificated in- 
structors. We are to goon in the 
same old way—what has been 
good enough in the past is good 
enough for the future. Wedonot 
know what exact proportion of our 
teachers in the European schools 
of the Colony is certificated, but 
we notice that there are no fewer 
than “twenty locally-evgsged 
assistant mistreeses and that 
balf that number are on ssleries 
of $1,500 to $2,100 per annum.
